hearing called by the Ways and 
Means Committee: of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Virtually al’who expressed their 
views during the evening stressed 
the proposition that before St. 
Louis can.obtain an enabling act 
from the State Legislature author- 
izing it to go ahead with a rapid 
transit plar it must first develop 
the plan in fullest detail and be 
sure that it has the support of the 
various interests concerned in its 
passage, particularly the downtown 
property holders, who must bear 
the largest proportionate share in 
paying for the improvement, 

For that reason most of the 
speakers advocated the formation 
of a rapid transit commission, such 
as is provided in the bill now in 
the Ways and Means Committee. 
The duty of the commission would 
be to put the scheme into définite 
terms so that each taxpayer would 
know what the final plan was to! 
be and how much it would cost 
him. 

Distributing the Cost. 

There are séveral methods of fis| 
nancing a rapid transit plan. New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia paid 
for their systems by bond issues 
but, as was pointed out last night, 
such a plan is not equitable since 
it lays the burden of paying for 
the system equally upon all prop- 
erty holders. Even the downtown 
interests agreed that the grext 
benefit of the subway would re- 
dound to property nearest the supa- 
way stations and they subscribed 
to the principle that the owners_of 
such property should be required 
to pay more than property owners 
far removed from the improve- 
ment. 

Another plan, such as has been 
adopteg by Detroit, provides spe- 
cial assessments against benefited 


property to pay approximately 75) 


per cent of the cost. The remain- 
der is to be made up by an ad 
valorem tax paid by the public at 
large. That method was adopted 
by Detroit because it was bonded 
to the limit of its legal indebted- 
ness. 

A third plan, that advocated by 
the city’s engineers as the best for 
St. Louis—calls for the payment 
of the large portion of the cost, 
tentatively set at 75 per cent, by 
the benefited property owners uwui- 
der special assessment; the remain- 
der to be paid: by a 50-year bond 
issue, which would be retired by 
receipts from the subway. 

It was pointed out at the hearing 
that one of the most complete 
surveys of the kind ever made, nas 
been provided for St. Louis by en- 
gineers of a previous Rapid Transit 
Committee, who in 1926 surveyed 
rapid transit systems in other cities 
and made an exhaustive examin‘1- 
tion of the St. Louis problem. 

This report, outlining a project 
to cost approximately $160,000,000, 
proposed a subway in the down- 
town district and feeder lines radi- 
ating out through all parts of the 
city. It is regarded as the most 
authoritative document of its kind 
ever compiled, for St. Louis’ prob- 
‘Jems at least, and will be available 
to the proposed Rapid Transit 
Commission whici: would therefore 
have to concern itself only with 
questions of financing and assess- 
ment. 

Objection to Earlier Plan, 

Samuel A. Mitchell, counsel for 
the Mercantilé Trust Co., and as 
such the representative of wide- 
spread downtown property inter. 
ests, told the aldermanic commit- 
tee he was entirely in favor of a 
rapid transit system, but added | 
that he had opposed the rapid) 
transit enabling act at the last 
Legislature? 

“rT think we were justified in 
fighting it,” he continued. "It laid 
down no limit on the charge for 
the improvement that could be 
levied against downtown property. 
Under its terms it would have peen 
possible to make a sp@cial subway 
assessment against a specific piece 
of property, equal to the total as- 
sessed valuation of that property.” 

Mitchell added, however, that 
he thought it a good plan for the 
various interests to get together

“Since the First Lord (W. C. 
Bridgeman) made his statement in 
the House of Commons today,’ he 
has ascertained that Rear Admi- 
ral Collard’s flag has not been 
transferred -to another ship, as he 
had inferred from an earlier tele- 
gram, but has been ‘struck’ and 
that he is still at Malta. , 

“It is hoped the press will not 
prejudiee the matter and will 
await the admiralty’s statement of 
the case.”’

LONDON, March 16. — Com- 
mander Carlyon Bellairs, toward 
the end of the debate in the House 
of Commons last night asked 
whether the Admiralty could fur- 
nish information about reports 
that the .officers involved were 
sent home for refusing to serve 
under Admiral Collard, and of 
complaints made by them concern- 
ing his actions. 


Capt. Kenneth C. Dewar, captain 
of the Royal Oak, and long a col- 
league of the Admtral] 1s one of the 
officers under inquiry. He has 
been Collard’s staff officer and in 
1917 was deputy director of the 
naval intelligence division: Thus 
two of the officers in conflict on 
what is considered the most dis- 
tressing possible subject are among 
the chief of the British naval ad- 
ministration. 


Collard is 62 years old, and was 
appointed Rear Admiral last year. 
His father was Canon John Mar- 
shal Collard and the son entered 
the navy in 1890. He served as 
a captain in the war, and won the 
Distinguished Service Order for 
gallant service with the Dover 
patrol. 

For three years he commanded 
the monitor Lord Clive and gkir- 
mished with submarines, while 
bombarding ceaselessly the flank 
of the German treneh line. He 
obtained this appointment after 
being invalided home from the Dar- 
danelles, where he had been assist- 
ant beach master. 

He served on the Admiralty navy 
staff from the end of the war to 
1920, and for two years before the 
war had been on the naval staff 
of the intelligence division of the 
Admiralty. He married Miss Rosa- 
mund Starkey in 1909, and they 
have a'son and e daughter,

FAILS TO GET $5000 
HE WON IN LOTTERY} 


East Side Lunch Room Owner 
Wants to Prosecute Op- 
erators of Game. 


John Gost, East St. Louis lunch- 
stand proprietor, ‘‘won” a $5000 
prize in a weather lottery last Sat- 
urday. He was planning how to 
spend the money until yesterday, 
when he received a letter announc- 
ing the prize could not be paid 
owing to lack. of funds, 

Now Gost wants to prosecute the 
lottery operators, preferably on a 
charge using the mails to de- 
fraud. He has saved his “winning 
ticket” and the letter which he re- 
ceived through the mails, and will 
call on the Postoffice Inspectors. 

For two years Gost has been 
buying ‘‘Rex’’ weather lottery tick- 
ets from an agent who called at 
Gost’s lunchstand at 548 North 
Third street. Once he won a half 
dollar. Hig-only big prize was the 
$5000 he “won” last Saturday on a 
ticket that cost him 60 cents. 

When the prize was not paid in 
a few days, Gost protested tuo the 
agent. The letter he received yes- 
terday was sent from St. Louis and 
signed “Fillmore Brothers,’ former 
owners and supervisors of the Rex 
Co.” The signature as well as the 
rest of the letter was typewritten, 
in an apparent effort to papier an 
investigation. 

The letter writers teemsetten” 
they were unable to pay the $500v 
to Gost because of “insufficient 
funds in the bank.” They said the 
lottery business had not been as 
profitable as some peoplessupposed, 
and the operators were 
making expenses. . The letter added 
the “Fillmore Brothers” were bank- 
rupt and were leaving for New 
York, whence they came. 

In conclusion, the letter writers 
urged Gost to “bear in mind that 
this was a gambling proposition 
from start fo finish, so one or the 
other has to lose sometime when 
the others are not able to pay off 
a bet.’’ 


MORE MARINES TO NICARAGUA

SENATE COMMITTEE APPROVES 
BOULDER CANYON DAM BILL 


Legislation on  Debated Project 
Now Will Come_U p Before 
_ * Both Houses.

March 16.—A 
Boulder ‘Canyon Dam bill was or- 
deréd today by the Senate Irriga- 
tion Committee. 

Action was taken by an almost 
unanimous vote after the commit- 
tee had .aAccepted amendments of- 
fered by Senators Phipps (Rep.), 
Colorado, and Pittman (VDem.), 
Nevada, providing for division of 
revenues from power development 
and the division of power with the 
lower Colorado Basin States. 

Senator Ashurst (Dem), Arizona, 
however, withheld his approval of 
the amended measure and cast the 
one vote in the committee against 
the bill. 

The action now. puts legislation 
for the construction of a dam in 
the Colorado River before both the 
House and Senate. The House yes- 
tefday received from its commit- 
tee a companion bill by Represen- 
tative Swing (Rep.), California.

Court today to tell how his mother 
and father had wrangled over the 
former’s prospective ‘‘movie: date” 
with anéther man before she was 
fatally: shot last Jan. 8 in the din- 
ing room of their home. 

“Ed"’ Wetzel, the boy's father, 
69-year-old night watchman, 
watched his son intently from his 
defendant's chair as the boy 
clasped and unclasped his hands 
in the witness chair and gravely 
answered questions. 

Wetzel, who was 16 years older 
than his wife, is on trial for mur- 
der in the second degree and will 
plead, it is understood, the killing 
was accidental. The family lived at 
1844A North Fourteenth street. 

“It was in the afternoon just 
after dinner,” the boy said. “I was 
in the kitchen washing up the 
dishes. I could hear Mom and Pop 
in the dining room. They were 
arguing about Joe. He was a 
roomer we had one time. 

Telis of Joe’s Visits. 

“Joe used to come to our house 
and take us all to the movies. That 
was when Pop wWas away at the 
Kansas coal fields. He went out 
there to get some kindof a job.” 

“I heard Mom tell Pop she was 
going to the movies and.Pop said, 
‘You're going to. meet that fellow.’ 
They went on arguing. They ar- 
gued a long time, all the time 
about Joe and the movies. Then I 
heard a sound like a shot. I was 
scared. 

“The next I heard was a gun 
landing on the porch outside the 
kitchen. I went out and got the 
gun. I ran upstairs and put it in 
the toolbox. I stayed up there 


“IT came downstairs to see my 
mother, She wasn't in the dining 
room. I went out into the alley. 
She was sitting on a rock out there 
and she looked sort of white, I 
asked her what-was the matter and 
she said she was shot. 

“I said She better go to the hos- 
pital and I got two men and they 
said they’d call an ambulance.

Money Shipped by Mail. 

The money taken by the robbers 
had beep shipped by mail to the 
bank by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis to meet a payrol! of 
the American Car & Foundry Co 
Baltz and Smith habitually called 
for the money each Friday morn- 
ing, a few minutes after the ship- 
ments arrived ‘on the northbound 
Iliinois Central. 


“We were always on the watch 
for holdups,” Smith, the guard, toh 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, after his 
wounds had been dressed at St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital in Granite 
Ctty. “I carried three pistols an: 
Baltz carried one. When we leit 
the Postoffice with the money this 
morning, we got Into Baltz’s auto- 
mobile, which was facing south 
on Madison avenue, and he drove 
down to Second street, just a few 
doors south, to turn around ani 
head back to the bank, which is 
just two blocks from the Post- 
office. .

All financial questions and gen- 
eral policy of the business are ‘o Je 
decided by a majority of the trus- 
tees. All detail questions of man.- 
agement are to be decided by. Nev- 
in, who is to continue as managing 
trustee. 


maker is to be held in trust by the 
Fidelity-Philadelphia Trust Co. for 
the benefit of Mr. Wanamaker’s 
Mrs. Ector Munn, 
Mrs. Gurney Munn and John Wan- 
amaker Jr., their children and, 
grandchildren. It will be div’ted 
when the youngest grandchild 
is 21. Each of the five grandchil- 
dren receives an annuity of $20,- 
000 under the will. 
Industrial School Endowed. 

An industrial school for boys to 
be known as the John Wanamaker 
Free School of Artisans, is to~be 
established with the income from 
a trust fund of $2,000,000. This 
fund is to be created out of the 
earnings of the Wanamaker busi- 

ness. 

In the original bill a_ similar 
trust fund was provided for the 
Mary B. Wanamaker Home for 
Convalescent Children, but the 
provision was canceled by one of 
the codicils attached to the will.

To make certain that 
his heirs did not suffer financialhy 
in the meantime, Mr. Wanamaker 
provided an income of $100,000 a 
year for his children. This sum, 
it is understood, will be increased 
once the stores are cleared of debt.

An automobile sales plant and a

A bomb was set off between 2 and 
3 .o’clock on the roof of the one- 
story salesroom and garage of the 
Hilmer-Belcher Chevrolet Co., 1163 
South Kingshighway, next door to 
the Swedish-American Hall, The 


explosion was heard in the West 
End and central parts of the city, 
but police were unable to deter- 
mine the source until this morn- 
ing, when employes of the auto- 
mobile agency reported for work 
and found their quarters in disar- 
ray, 

The explosive had been placed 
near a skylight, which was shat- 
tered. A hole was torn in the 
roofing, some of which. fell on au- 
tomobiles. Damage was about $600. 
Evidently a time bomb had been 
carried to the roof by someone 
who walked across a plank from a 
shed in the rear, 

Officials of the company told pb- 
lice they had no explanation of the 
bombing. The company is build- 
ing a new plant at Kingshighway 
and Southwest avenue, but has 
had no labor trouble, officials said.

A dynamite bomb was exploded 
in the entrance to the saloon .of 
Robert Tinsley, 2628 South Broad- 
way, at 1:05 a. m.

Collapse of St. Francis Dam Was Instanta- 
neous, Inquiry Indicates—5000-Ton Con- 
crete Slab oo“ Half Mile.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 16. 
—THe force and volume of the wa- 
ter escaping from St. Francis dam 
was pictured by State Engineer Ed- 
ward Hyatt Jr. in his report after 
a survey of the area. 

Hyatt declared the showings indi- 
cated that the collapse of the big 
structure was virtually. instanta- 
ueous in throwing a 100-foot wall 
of water down on the wasning yal- 
ley. 

Had the’ collapse been gradual, 
he said, workers in the power house 
a mile below would have noticed an 
abnormal rise in tne spillway and 
would have had time to escape, The 
close sequence in which: telephone 
Systems at the reservoir and. power 
house went out of commission 1n- 
dicated to: Hyatt that the head of 
the’ flood ‘traveled one mile. from 
the anyon in about 45 seconds. 


“Fer, a long distance below the 
dam, the floor of the canyon is 
washed down to bedrock,” said 
Hyatt.. “The silt is piled up on the 
wider plains at the~mouth of the 
canyon. 

“Tl saw. silt deposits 20 feet in 
depth, and if there are bodies 
buried in them, as doubtless there 


fare, it is improbable that they ever 


will be recovered.” 


At the power house, which was 
\éentirely leveled, the distance from 
the base of the canyon to a mark 
upon*the hillside where the flood 
crested, is 120 feet, indicating that 
rthe depth of: the first wave that 
swept down upon the sleeping set- 
tlements was at least 100 feet deep.

Henry Lewis Slade and Mrs. 
Olivia Slade Roose, son and daugh- 
ter, charge 4hefr mother was gub- 
jected to uBd@ue influence “by one 
Charles A.* Berridge,” that for a 
long time ;prior to the date of 
signing the will she had not been 
mentally competent to execute a 
will, and that ber mutilation of 
the will in’ scratching or blotting 
out certain bequests had made the 
whole document invalid. 

Children Left $100,000 Each. 

The will as drawn bequeathed 
to Mrs. Slade’s son and daughter 
$100,000 @ach andi gave her coun- 
try estafe at Mamaroneck to Ber- 
ridge. This gift was later scratched 
out, as also was a gift of $29.- 
000 to former Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Humphrey J. Lynch, who once 
acted as her attorney. 

Mrs. Slade gave one-half her 
residuary estate, including prop- 
erty on Taylor’s Point, Rye, for 
establishment of an institution to 
be known as “The late Robert Hoe, 
and Olivia Hoe Slade Memorial 
Home for Crippled Soldiers and 
Sailors. 

In 1919 in a divorce action 
started in White Plaing by Mrs. 
Slade’s husband, Henry Lewis 
Slade Sr., the latter named a 
Charles Berridge. Both Mrs. Slade 
and Berridge filed deniala The 
divorce action apparently ‘was 
modified. and in 1920 Slade was 
granted a separation on the ground 
that after she had inherited a 
fortune from her father she drove 
her husband out of the home she 
purchased at Mamaroneck. Slade 
died in 1924. 

Berridge Accused by Mrs. Sladc. 

. Last July, Berridge, described by 
the authorities as “a rover,” was 
arrested as he was about toe be 
discharged. from the New Haven 
hospitaL He was charged with 
misuse of the mails. 

Although details of the charge 
were not made public, it was said 
by Federal officials in Connecticut 
that Mrs. Slade complained that 
Betridge was writing her letters 


threatening suits which would in- 
jure her reputation and finally 
threatening her life, in an alleged 
effort to get money and prop- 
erty from her.

The story may be true. Not only would 
Mr. Mellon have been morally cheap to 
have participated in the trick, but a man 
of his almost incalculable wealth would 
have been financially cheap to have dodged 
putting up himself the contribution that 
was to stand in his name But. in these 
days when nothing surprises one, it is to be 
noted that ether very prominent and very 
rich men were not above using Sinciair’s 
money in making contributions to the Re- 
publican Committee. It also is a somewhat 
singular coincidence that Mr. Mellon con- 
tributed to the committee a sum exactly 
equal to the amount of Sinclair bands sent 
to him by Hays. For the late John T. Pratt 
showed that a very prominent and very 
rich man could take Sinclair bends to offset 
his own contribution and then send back 
the bonds when the Walsh investigation be- 
gag to be dangerous.

These questions become more pertinent 
and insistent ag sueceeding events are re- 
viewed. In January, 1924. about two 
months after Hays appreached Mellon, the 
Waish committee was told by Edward lL. 
Doheny, to Whom Fall had turned over the 
other great ci] reserve, Elk Hills, that be

had sent Fall $160.000 in a little biack 
satchel. From that moment the last linger- 
ing doubt of colossa] jobbery at the expense 
of the Government was gone. In a little 
while the Walsh committee was on the 
track of Sinciair’s cash payments. But Sin. 
clair registed examination and defied the 
Senate's committee, and revelation of the 
whole truth of Sinclair's corruption was 
thwarted. Yet during all the time that 
Senator Waish pried and prodded for items 
ef information the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury sat silent’ in his office, although he 
knew that Hays had obtained a great sum 
of money from Sinclair and was using it se- 


cretly. 
W ORSE, the Secretary of the Treasury 

Sat silent tn his office when Hays early 
in 1924 went on the stand—bDefore the com- 
mittee of the United States Senate that was 
investigating a then plain case of graft on 
unprecedented scale—and swore that $75.- 
000 was all the money that Sinclair had 
ever given him. Still worse, the Secretary 
of the Treasury sat silent in his office when 
four years later Hays went before the 
Walsh committee and, even while admitting 
that he had deceived the committee in his 
previous testimony. proceeded to teil a tale 
about the dispesition of the §260.900 he had 
got from Sinciair. which no intelligent man 
could believe. One of the most suspicious 
features of Hays’ latter testimony was the 
blank as to his use of @.certain $59.900 of 
the Sinclair bends. He told of bonds going 
to Upham, to Weeks, to Pratt, but not one 
word of his negotiations with Mellon for 
use of the remaining $50,900. And Melion 
did net remind him.

At no stage of the fight that was started 
in the spring of 1922 to ascertain the truth 
of Fall's disposition of the nation’s coil” re- 
serves, to uncover and to punish the plun- 
derers of public property, and to recover 
the property—at no stage did the Secretary 
of the Treasury lift a finger or utter a syl- 
labie to aid, although for four years he had 
knowledge of Hays’ possession of Sinciair’s 
bends and ef Hays’ secrecy in using them. 
Not until a chance memorandum turned up 
in the papers of the dead man, Pratt did 
this high officer of the Government con- 
tribute to the Walsh investigating commit- 
tee the information in his possession. And 
so we repeat, the circumstances surround- 
ing this matter deserve the attention of citi- 
zens of this country. even though they take 
at face value the pres®nt Mellon story.

But, after all. the panorama that is re- 
vealed Dy the Mellen story dees not end to- 
day with Mellon. Able as he has been in 
tae administration of the Treasury. one is 
not greatly to be surprised by his silence 
while protactors of public morality and pub- 
Ge property sought vainly during many 
menths for precisely such information as 
was in his possession.

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A Genius for War and Statesmanship.

HE people of an Italian town flocked 
Te the market place one day about 60 

B. C. to welcome the great Mark An- 
tony, who was making a triumphal prog- 
ress through that part of the country. Into 
the market place two splendidly equipped 
litters were carried. The head men of the 
town pressed forward to greet the foremost 
litter’s occupant. Instead of Antony, 2 
beautiful woman stepped forth from be- 
tween its closed curtains. She was the 
famous musician, Cytheria, of whom Plu- 
tarch complains: “Antony loved her dear- 
ly and took her fn a litter to all the towns 
whither he went, and had many servants 
waiting upon her.” 

This was but one of the countless eccer- 
tric ways in which Antony—most eccentric 
man of his day—honored a woman who 
loved him. Cytheria was not alone in her 
devotion. He was adored by almost every 
woman upon whom he cared to waste a 
thought. And at the last it was a woman 
who wrecked his life, fame and ambition 
and who turned him from a world con- 
queror into.a fugitive and a suicide. 


NTONY was brought up in the most dis- 

solute surroundings that Rome could 

coast. He early won an unenviable name 
for dissipation and extravagance. He had 
genfus, too, for war and for statesmanship: 
but some woman was forever interfering 
with his success along any worthy line of 
endeavor. As a youRg man, for instance, 
he fell in love with Fiavia, a Roman 
beauty. Her influence ruined for the time 
his political hopes. He married in none 
too slow succession four wives: Fiavia 
Antonia, Fulvia and Octavia. Fulvia alone 
had any influence over him. She was a 
woman of shrewdish tongue and of harsh 
nature, and she ruled Antony with the tra-

riages. As he claimed descent from 
the gods he dressed the part and drove 
through the streets in a chariot drawn by 
four lions. When he was not on martia! 
duty he gave himself up to every senseless 
and costly luxury. But in camp he ate, 
drank and slept and caroused with the 
common soldiers in a free and easy way 
that made him their idol. When he chose 
to rouse himself from sloth and dissipa- 
tion he could accomplish anything he 
might turn his hand to. Plutarch thus de- 
scribes him: 

“Antony had a noble presence. He had 
a goodly thick beard, a broad forehead and 
a crooked nose. And there appeared such 
a manly look in his countenance as is seen 
in Hercules’s pictures. It is incredible what 
wonderful love he won.”

World Ruler and World Loser. 


When Julius Caesar was assassinated, 
Antony. who was Caesar’s closest friend, 
roused the people against the assassins and 
later formed a league with Caesar's 
nephew, Octavius, by which the two 
should practically divide the rulership of 
the world. Antony also strengthened his 
own position by marrying his colleague's 
sister, Octavia. The empires of the earth 
seemed within his grasp. Then a woman 
once more intervened. 


NTONY went tothe East to investigate 
Atarees made against the Eyptian 

Queen, Cleopatra. At sight of her 
strange beauty this man, to whom love had 
hitherto been but a plaything, utterly lost 
his head. He threw away his every chance 
of future greatness for the sake of remain- 
ing in Egypt with Cleopatra. 


She doved him, no doubt. But the union 
was as advantageous to her as it was dis- 
astrous to Antony. The wily Octavius took 
edvantage of Antony’s long absence from 
Rome to seize the reins of power for him- 
self and to make himself master of the 
whole world. 

Nearly all of history’s famous heart- 
breakers have had one supreme love affair 
in their lives which has dwarfed all oth- 
ers. And Antony was now in the throes 
of such an infatuation. With scarcely any 
real resistance he let Octavius seize all his 
power and at last conquer him in warfare. 

Then beaten, shorn of his greatness, at 
the mercy of the merciless Octavius, he 
killed himself. 

Thus, in 30 B. C. died Mark Antony— 
true lover, false husband—world ruler and 
world loser—-a man on whom fortune had 
showered miraculous gifts, and who had 
blindly thrown away those gifts and life 
itself for the love of a worthless woman.

TRANSPLANTING THE SEEDLINGS. 


After the seedlings are up and 
are sufficiently large to handle 


they are ready for transplanting. 
Removing seedlings from their 
boxes should not be postponed too 
long. While seed should not be 
sow. thickly they are always more 
ore less crowded in the boxes or 
pots and should be separated from 
their neighbors as soon as possible. 
The majority of seedling piants 
are sufficiently large to be han- 
died with the fingers. They either 


a handle or are strong enough to 
be held by the stem. Whenever 
possible a seedling should be held 
by a leaf, as then there is tess 
danger of crushing the tender 
plant. Some seedlings, notably 
petunias, lobelias, begonias, ctc., 


are so very smal! that it is impos- 


sible to handle them with the fine 
gers. 

The box tnto which the seed- 
lings are to be transplanteé sacuid 
contain some drainage materia! 
and should then be filled up with 
a light soll. The box is leveled 
and tamped in the same manner 
as when the seed were sown. The 
sur ce should be finished with 
some finely sifted soll and tamped, 
If this ts not done, especially when 
small seedlings are to be trans- 
planted. the small tumps of soil 
will cause much annoyance. If 
the box of soil ts very iry it\should 
be watered before transplanting 
the seedlings and then set aside. A 
box of sojl that is damp and needs 
no water is to be preferred to one 
that has been watered an hour 
before being used. Soggy soll is a 
nuisance. It clings to the dibbie 
and the fingers.

Prolonging the Spinach Season 


to be sown as soon as the ground 

can be worked. It is a coo] sea- 
son plant and hot weather is its 
ruin as heat sends it to seed and 
its garden usefulness is at an end. 
New varieties of spinach have been 
introduced ,of late years in which 
the speedy running to seed habit 
has been checked. These are the 
sorts to plant instead of the older’ 
types which sometimes get a start 
towards seed before giving a crop. 
The newer sorts also have much 
heavier crinkled follage and each 
plant yields a much greater har- 
vest of leaves for the favorite 
greens. : 

The newest variety offered is the 
Impfoved Long Standing of which 
several seedsmen offer strains. It 
is the latest development in the 
slow-seeding type and also has the 
advantage of short stems, devoting 
the eritire energy of the plant to 
leafage. 

King of Denmark, introduced by 
Danish gardeners a few seasons 
ago, was a big advance and is still 
one of the finest sorts. An older 
variety, the prickly seeded, is de- 
serving of wide planting as it is 
slow to seed and produces a quan- 
tity of pointed leaves. It is the 
hardiest of all the spinaches and 
the best for the very earliest plant- 
ing.
